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SCHOOL LANDS LEASES 

During the past year and a 
half many holders of school 
land sales contracts with the 
provincial department of lands 
have, Voluntarily relinquished 
their contracts, and have enter¬ 
ed into lease arrangements cov¬ 
ering a period of six years 
These arrangements, made in 
anticipation of better condi¬ 
tions than a t present exist, 
have proved and are likely to 
prcxve in the immediate future, 
too onerous for the lessees in 
view of the depressed state of 
affairs. In order to give some 
relief to the situation, holders 
of these leases will be given op¬ 
portunity to obtain cultivation 
permits, paying to the depart- 
ment of lands a cash rental of 
four cents an acre for all por¬ 
tions of the land thiy do not 
cultivate. They will als n pay a 
permit fee of $1.00 and a share 
of crop grown on the laud dur¬ 
ing 1933. The snare of the 
crop paid in an* f one case will 
not be greater thi.*. one-quar- 
ei of the crop, ^ M.’ r .g down to 
one-seventh. 

Settlors who i>; «ko such ar¬ 
rangements with the depart¬ 
ment and comply with the terms 
of thfir permits, will have pri¬ 
ority, right for a renewal for 
1934, and at the expiration of 
that season the settlers will 
have the first right to leas® 
the land under the regulations 
of the department. These leas¬ 
es are for a term of six years, 
renewable for a further term 
of ^six years, so that under these 
arrangements, a settler may 
hfijve possession of the land for 
14 years if he complies fully 
with the requirements. 

Ih the case of land leased 
from the department, a refund 
of taxes to the lessee will be 
made of taxe a paid on the cul¬ 
tivated area, up to the amount 
of the department’s sha:* of 
the crop grown on tag land, 
provided the lesse.5 pa.* s the 
taxes assessed again b* the land 
and Mrnishs a rvv l( .r of the 
payment. Responsibility for 
payment of arrears of taxe a in 
any year on leased land is an 
obligation entirely upon the 
lesee. 

An amendment to the lands 
act passed at the recent session 
of the Legislature, gives’auth¬ 
ority to the Minister of Lb»v1.j 
to consolidate sales of school 
lands so that any sums paid un 
der an agreement of sale, ex¬ 
clusive of interest, may be used 
to liquidate the principal mon¬ 
ies due under the contract cov¬ 
ering land which the owner de¬ 
sires to retain.

therefore, a health as well as 
a financial significance. 

The idea of mutual aid g«*ca 
back many centuries, and we 
find numerous records in history 
of ways in which people have 
united to help each other in 
time of need. It wa 8 realized 
that there was greater strength 
and security in the group than >1 
in the individual. 

Our whole modern civilization 
offers many examples of thi s 
principle of mutual aid. We 
have any number of organi¬ 
zations which include, among 
their objectives, the assistance 
of members or other individu¬ 
als wh 0 are in need. This spirit 
aof service may be said to b; 

.the driving force in all wortn* 
while organizations. 

At the present time the need 
for mutual aid is more evident 
than ever. In the field of public 
health, we see that concertec 
action has secured a large meas 
ure of health protection foi 
those living in areas which have 
joined together for that pur¬ 
pose. In such areas, taxpayer, 
agree to contribute through 
their taxes, to the maintenance 
of an adequate health depart¬ 
ment, and so, individually and 
collectively, they secure health 
service through mutual aid. 

The maintenance of health 
departments is a form of insur¬ 
ance. Insurance is n form of mut 
ual aid. A group agree to mako 
certain fixed regular payments 
so that each one of them, indi¬ 
vidually, may secure economic 
protection in the event of cer¬ 
tain happenings, weeause of the 
uncertainty of accidents, sick¬ 
ness or death, the ony way in 
which most people can make 
provision against such .events 
is on the basis of group action 
or mutual aid. 

Lack of security drives the 
worker too hard in his effovea 
to be prepared against such ha)) 
penings. He worries because he 
feels insecure regards his fan • 
work and his worry, certain ills 
may spring. By sharing the 
dangers which threaten him, 
that is, by taking advantage of 
the mutual aid idea of insur¬ 
ance, he can, in large measure, 
free himself of worry and not 
be such a slave to work. Relax¬ 
ation should not hajve to wait 
for the later years of life. The 
whole of life shoud have time 
for a healthy mixture of work 
and play. Too much of either 
is undesirable; it is the fair 
mi''♦ure of both which provides 
for the healthiest and the hap¬ 
piest

Shawnee, Oklahoma 

Pik*s Peak rising high ahovo 
the Colorada plateau casts long 
shadows westward when ithe 
morning sun first sprays Color 
iido with that marvelous sun¬ 
shine that abounds in the clear 
mountain air of the Rocky 
Mountains. Those Jong west¬ 
ward shadows fall on an extinct 
volcano that spouted actively in 
prehistoric tim e s, breaking a- 
way the granite walls and form 
ing a high cone of brecciated 
rock formation about six miles 
in diam e ter. Then came the ice 
age and the slow moving but 
massive glaciers ground down 
that volcanic cone leaving the 
low rolling hills that form the 
Cipple Creek Mining District. 
Here the cowboys rode th« 
range until the early nineties 
when one of them, Bob Womack 
found gold. Bright yellow gold 
glistening in the sun where his 
iron shod horse had scraped 
away the dull coating on a slab 
of rock plastered with gold 
which had lain exposed since 
the glaciers melted away. 

The magic word “gold” brot 
o rush of pioneers, boomers, 
and others, and the cities of 
Cripple Creek and Victor grew 
up almost overnight, were bum 
ed down and quickly rebuilt. 
At one time the district boasted 
a population of 50,000. Its per¬ 
manent population is about ten 
per cent of the boom period. 

I was escorted through the 
mining district and down into 
the mine:’, by W. N Clark, pres¬ 
ident of Southern Colorado Pow 
or Company, and the resident 
manager, Robert Moos, both of 
whom were present in the early 


days of the development of this 
great gold district 
All the* mines are electrified 
and cheap electric power is us¬ 
ed for hoisting, operating air 
compressors, air drilling, haul¬ 
age, and for many other purpogr 
os required to mine and treat 
th« ore. The veins carrying 
gold ore are scattered all thru 
the volcanic area and criss* 
cross in every direction, bearing 
out the old saying, “Gold is 
where you find it.” Shafts have 
been sunk into the old volcanii 
crat e r as deep -as 8,100 feet. 
Many tourists visit the mines 
and are taken down to se« the 
gold ore in place and see how 
it is mined and treated. Since 
Bob Womack first discovered 
gold, $420,000,000 has been 
produced, and the yearly pro¬ 
duction now about $3,000,000 
is graudully increasing since 
the demand for gold is so urg* 
ent. - -"'KGRREBR
